Dr.  Faustus'  birth  and  education :  with  an  ac- 
coiint  of  his  falling  frorh  the  Scripturfes.  ' 

DoqTOR  JOHN  FAUSTUS  was  born  in  Germany; 
h^s  father  wa^s  a  poor  labouring  man,  not  able  to 
brings  jip  his  son  John  ;  but  he  had  a  brother  in 
(he  fame  co^ntvyj  who  was  a  very  rich  man,  hut 
h^d  r^ver  a  chil^d,'  arid  took  a  great  fancy  to  his 
ci^i^sin^  and  he  resolved  to  make  a  scholar  of  h'irii ; 
^1)4  in  otAeif  thereunto,  put  him  to  the  latin  schodl, 
\Y^cre  he  f ook  his  learning  extraoMinary  well ; 
^^r^r^rds  he  put  him  io'thc  Uhivefsity  f6  study 
4ivinity  ;  tpf  Fa^istus  coul^ln  Ho  \Vayf§  fancy  that 
gpiploy,mept ;  w^ierefore  hp  betook  himself  to  the 
fli}fi^i}\er  of  ^ai^wliiph  fii^  inclinatfon  is  liidst  for, 
viz.    Necromancy  anti^  Conjurationi  and  in  a  lit- 
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ile  time,  few  or  none  ^^^^  outstrip  him  in  the 
art ;  lie  also  studied  Divinity :  of  which  he  was 
made  Doctor ;  but  wij-hin  a^;>sk(^f  time  fell  into 
such  deep  fancies  and  cogitations,  that  he  resoU 
ved  to  throw  the  scriptures  from  him,  and  betake 
himself  wholly  to  the  studying  of  necromacy 
and  conjuration,  cha:rms  mi  pothj-say^^^,  witch- 
craft,  and  the  like. 


CHAPll. 

How  Dr.  Faustus  conjured  up^  the  devil,  make- 

iiig  him  appear  at  his  own  hoiise!^^^ 

Faustus,  whose  mind  was  to  study  conjuration, 
the  which  he  followed  night  ahd  ^ay,;  1^^^ 
the  wings  of  an  eagle,  and  endeavoured  to  fly  ov- 
er the  world,  to  see  and  know  all  the  secret§  of 
heaven  and  earth :  so  that  in  a  short  tjme,  he^sit- 
tained  power  to  command  the  devil  to  appear  be- 
fore him  when  he  pleased.  On^  day  as  Dr. 
Faustus  was  walking  in  a  wood  near  to  Wirtem- 
berg,  in  Germany,  he  having  a  friend  with  him 
who  was  desirous  to  know  of  the  Doctor's  art^ 
he  desired  him  to  let  him  see  if  h^  could  then  iahd 
there  bring  Mephostophiles  before  him ;  all  which 
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the  Doctor  immediately  did,  and  the  devil  upon 
the  first  call,  ma^^ucji/a  noise  in  the  wood,  as 
if  heaven  and  earth  would  have  come  together ; 
;.tj|pfemi.t}5f  d^tJl  naade^iM^i  a  io^ing  as  ;ifillie\woQd 
had'b^^n  fi;Ur;of  wild  .bea^tsl.  fUhe  Doctarfnade

When  Faustus  had  maSe  an  enA  of  t\m 
he  called  Mephostophiles  to  him,  and  delivered 
him  the  bond ;  whereupon  tlie  spirit  told  him  if 
he  did  not  repent  of  what  he  had  done,  he  should 
enjoy  all  the  pleasure  his  thoughts  could  form, 
and  ^t^aJ^^b^  wou\d  immediately  divert  him.  He 
caused  a  kennel  of  hounds  to  run  down  a  K'artin 
tb|e  hall,  and  vi^nished  :  then  a  bull  danced  before 
Faust ivs,  i^lso  there  ^yas  a  lion  and^  a  bear,  which 
fell  to  fighting  be/ore  Faustus,  and  tfe  lion  des- 
troyed, t  lie,  bear  :  after  tha,t  came  a  dragoti  and 
(leij^oypd  the  l^on.    And  tlils,.  with  abundance^'' 
of  more  pastime,  did  the  spirit  present  to  the^^ 
t\yctQr'^  vWw^  poncluding  with  all  manner  of^ 
musjc,  w^h  some  hundreds  of  spirits,  Whicti  came 
luid  danced  before  faustus.  /  Aft^r  the  music 
was  p ver,  ,  and  F^^ustus^began  ito  look  about  him, 
Ije^^^  .ten  sacks full     silver,  whicH  he  wen 
diipose  of,  but  coutd  npt,  for  none  coiltd'handle' 
it  b^^  himself,,  it  w  TThis  pastime

the  will  that  he  had  made,  and  kept  a  copy  of  it 
in  his  own  hands.  .Tlie  spirit  and  Faustus  be- 
ing agreed,  they  dwelt  tbgetner,  and  the  devil 
was  in  their  house-keeping,  for  there  was  never 
any  tiling  given  away 

Faustus  made  this  contract  waS  frequently  done, 
but  the  case  is  now  altered.

How  Finustus  served  the  Duke  of  Bavaha.^"*'' 

Faustus  having  sold  his  sou!  t<c)  the  devil^  it' 
was  reported  among  his  neighbours,  so  that  noTlie' 
would  keep  him  company,  biii  liis  Spirit  play iilg*^ 
merry  tricks  for  to  please  him.    ^Jot  fiir  froni  * 
Faustus's  house  lived  the  Duke  o!^  BaVana,  tb^' 
Duke  of  Saxony,  and  the^Bjshdp*  of  SalisB^^ 
whose  houses  and  cellars  MepliostopM^s  tis^d  tA/  ' 
visit,  and  to  bri^g  the  best  of  eveij  tkirig' tli^^^^ 
had  :  one  day  tbe  puke  pf  bavaiYa^^  ^ 
of  the  gentry  of  tiie  country  l^o'Hinn'e^^^ 
entertainment,  there  was  abundarice  of  broVisioti' 
got  rg^<ly;' .  Jl(Hp  gentry  bemg  cpfjfiel  and  'fe^y' 
tQ^I  dqwn  to  dinner,  in     instant  Me'pliOstoph^* 
iles  came  aiid  toolc  all  away  wfth'^tih,'  leaving 
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th^fti  ftU  of^dmii-atibii.  rf%y  tiiilfe  Paiistus 
had  a  inind  for  wild  fowl,  the  spirit  woilld  tall 
whole  flocks  in  at  a  window  ;  also  the  spit-it  did 
teaxih  Piiustu^  to  do  the  like  so  that  no  lode  nor 
key  ebuld  keep  them  otlt.  The  devil  also  taught 
i^austUs  to  fly  iii  the  ail-  Snd  to  act  mafiy  things 
that  are  incredible,  and  too  large  fbt  this  sihall

Mephostophiles  to^him.^th^y  >j>^ere;  tljO^^  -W^i9: 
pretended  themselves  to  l^e  physician^,  vyho; 
had  poisoned  mai^y  thousands  to  try  ppiptise^ 
and  now  saith  the  spirit  they  have  just , the  sanae 
administered  to  them^  which  they  gave  to  oth^rSf 
though  not  with  the  sapae  effect,  ^r  they  will 
never  die  here  saitli  Jie.  Over  rt-heir  beacj^s  >vg^ 
a  shelf  laden  with  gallipots  full  of  ^Hsiyri 
ing  past  them  he  came  to  a  long  entry  exceeding 
dark  where  there  was  a  mighty  crowd,  he  asked 
him  what  those  were  ?  and  the  spirit  told  him 
they  weie  pick-pockets ;  wh(^  loved  to  be  in  a 
crowd,  when  they  were  in  the  other  world,  and 
to  content  them  they  put  them  in  a  crow^  therp, 
alnongst  them  were  some  padders  on  the  high 
way,  and  those  of  that  function.  Walking  far- 
ther he  sa\v  many  thousand^  of.  vintfi^S^  and 
spme  millions  of  tay^ors^  in  so  much  that  thcry 
could,  not  fe^l  where  to  gat  st^^page  fpr;  t^jem  ;  a 
great  number  of  pastry  cook^  witfa  peels  ^p.  the^ir 
heads.  Walking  farther^  .tiie  spirit  ppf^ning.ja 
great  cellar  door,  from  iwhi^h  arose  a,  terribli? 
noise,  hid  asked  what  >  they  were  i  t|ie  spirit  told 
him  they  were  .witches,  aii4  tho^i^  A^bo  h^d  b^e^i 
pretended  Saints  in  the  other  wprld ;  -  but  how 
they  did  squabble,  fight,>  ,and  te^r  one  . another ! 
^ot  far  irom  them  lay  the  whor^^iftQngers.^^^ 
ajiv^H^rci^it        wde  such  a  Wdeous  noi^rt^f^^ 
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he  WttS  very  much  startled.  Walking  down  a 
few  steps  he  espied  an  incredible  number  almost 
hid  with  smoke;  he  asked  wh^t  they  were?  the 
spirit  told  him  they  were  millers  and  bakers  ;  but 
good  lack,  whaj;  sl  noise  was  th^re  amoiig  tjiem  ! 
The  millers  crying  to  the  bakers,  and  the  bakers 
prying  te  the  millers,  for  help,  but  all  was  in^^fiin, 
jfor  tliere  w^as  nqne  to  help  the^m.  Passing  ^n 
stijl  farther,;  ^hej  saw  ,thousands  of  shopkeepers, 
some' of  whom  he  knpw,  who  wej^  tormeBted  for 
defrauding  and  cheating  their  custom^ys.  Hay^ 
iiig;  take^  this  prospect  of  Hell,  the  spirit  Me- 
phostophiles  took  Kim  in  his  arms>  and  carried 
him  home  to  his  own  house,  when  he  awaking^ 
he  was  amazed  at  what  he  saw  in  his  dream.  So 
being  come  to  himself,  he  asked  the  spirit  in  what 
place  Hell  was,  and  who  made  it?  Mepnostoph-r 
lies  answered,  Knowest  thou,  that  bejfpre  th^ 
fall  of  Lucifer,  there  was  no  hiell,  but  upon  lus 
fall,  was  hell  ordained.  As  for  tKe  substance  of 
hell,  we  devils  do  not  know;  it  is  the  wrath  of 
God  that  makes  hell  so  furious,  and  what  we 
procured  by  our  fall ;  but  where  hell  is,  or  ho\v 
it  is  governed,  and  whatsoever  thou  desirest  tQ 
know,  when  thou  comest  there  thou  shal^

Thirteeii  ^tiidents  meii^finy^'^-^^^   ^fev^  more, 
qear  Dr.  Faustus's  house,  fell  to  extremely  first 
in  words  and  kt  last  to  blows  ;  the  thiWe^ft  be- 
ing too  hard  for  the  seven,  and  Dr.  Fausttf^^ 
looking  out  at  his  window  and  seeing  the '  frii^^ 
and  how  much  they  were  over  matched,  doiijiaVi^ 
ed  them  all  blind,  so  that  th^  otie  cotild  not  see^- 
the  other,  and  in  this  manner'fliej^  foilgKt 
another,  which  made  all  that  saw^  them  laug¥  f 
at  length  the  people  parted  them,  and  led  them 
to  their  chambers,  they  instantly  received  theli*^ 
sight — The  doctor  coming  into  an  inn  with  some!' 
friends,  was  disturbed  by  the  hallowing  and  baw- 
ling of  a  parcel  of  drunken  Clowns,  whereti'poii'^ 
when  their  mouths  were  wide  opeh,  he  so  coA^^ 
jufed  them,  that  by  no  xneians  they  could  shitF 
them  again';  and  after  they  had  stared  ofi^  ti'p(5!¥* 
anoth^,  without  being  able  to  spea^,  'thinkWg^^ 
they  were  bewitched,  they  dropped  a wiiy  in  - 


ooofafiised  fcaii,  omi  by  .  one^t  tvnA  jveVcPjiould  be 
fc|fBlritb:rtheflroufee  alttep^ardsJ  lo'g  oda  bml  louoo?

arts  enquired  of  hirtt  tht  tJieasoil^  of  hfe  Mdari- 
choliness?  to  which  Faustus  ansW^relf,  "My 
friends,  you  have  known  me  these  mttily  y^kts  and 
how  I  have  pi^actised  all  mannet  of  wickedness. 
I  have  been  a  great  conjurer,  which  devilish  art 
1  obtained  of  the  tile  devil ;  ^lid  also  to  obtain 
power  to  do  whatever  I  pleased  I  sold  myself  to 
the  dfeVU  for  twenty  four  yea?s  time,  wWch  ftril 
time  being  out  this  night,  makes  me  fall  '6f  h)[)r- 
ror  ;  I  have  called  you  my  friends,  to  see  this  my

No  sooner  had  he  spoken  these  words, 
but  suddenly  it  fell  a  thundering  and  lightening, 
the  like  was  never  heard ;  whereupon  Faustus 
went  into  the  great  hall,  the  doctors  and  mas- 
ters staying  in  the  next  room,  intending  to  hear 
his  end.  About  twelve  o'clock  the  house  shook 
so  terribly  that  they  thought  it^ould  have  been 
down  upon  them,  and  suddei^ly  ^^e  house 
windows  were  broken  ^  pie^,  saihat  they  trem- 
bled and  wished  themselves  ^liewhere,  whereup- 
on a  great  clap  of  thunder,  with  a  whirlwind  the 
doors  flew  open,  and  a  mighty  rushing  of  wind 
entered  with  the  hissing  of  serpents,  shrieks  and 
cries,  upon  wliich  he  lamentably  cried  out.
